makes the FBI dislike me more* I*vo really exposed it. This has not been a profitable 
work and the only regular income I have is a little z3ore tkm S365 from Social Securltyt 
the reason I do not make toll calls* 

Earlier in my life I was a roporterp investigative roporterp Senate investi- 
gator and editor ( 1930s committee on rl^ts of labor and civil liberties) and in 
and for a shoi^ time after World War II I was an intelligence analyst p OSS* IMder 
POIA I*ve obtained about a third of a million pages of goveronent records and they 
and all my work will hecfxoo an archive at a univorsityp already arranged forp with 
no quid pro quo* 

After recuiing about it in the Post I wrote the Christie Institute twice but 
I’ve had no response. 

Can you help me or do you know anyone who can and who will not endanger 
himself and his career by pressing what amounts to charges of official felonies? 

While I am not afjraid of these terrible poo^lep my experiences with them lead me to 
believe that they are quite&capable of seeking to rotaliate* I am reluctant to ask 
anyone to jeopardize himself or herself or any family*
